Ripon Conservatory so long has maintained as a center of musical instruc- 
tion will be ably sustained by the new director and his assistants, Mr. 
Heman H. Powers, special instructor in Voice, and Mr. Albert G. Meier, 
Organist. Ser ae 

Theo. F. Meier, the Director, began his professional studies in the 
Chicago Conservatory in 1804, and spent two years of study in violin play- 
ing with J. T. Ohlheiser of the famous Jakobsohn Violin School, and in 
theory of music under Frederick Grant Gleason. During the four years 
following he proved himself a successful teacher and director. The past 
three years have been spent as a student at the Royal Conservatory of 
Music at Stuttgart, Germany, where he studied violin playing with Pro- 
fessor Edmund Singer, and completed the course in counterpoint and 
musical form with Professor S. de Lange, besides giving a great deal of 
attention to piano playing, singing, musical history, and science of music, 
under competent masters. 

Heman H. Powers, who is to come to the College one day in each 
week as special instructor in vocal music, studied abroad with William 
Shakespeare of London, and Bonhy of Paris, besides a number of noted 
teachers in New York. He was formerly tenor .soloist of the Dutch 
Reform Church, Thirty-eighth Street and Madison Avenue, New York, 
for two years; tenor soloist at Memorial Presbyterian Church of Brooklyn 
for two years. He is now tenor soloist of the First Congregational 
Church of Oshkosh, a position which he has held for many years; and also 
directs the choirs of the First Methodist, Plymouth Congregational, and 
Baptist Churches and the Mendelssohn Glee Club, a chorus of forty male 
voices. These and a very large class of pupils completely fill his time. 

Albert G. Meier, Organist, is well known to Ripon and vicinity both 
for his work as church organist and for his concert performances.

These courses are organized in two distinct departments of study: 
1. Course of General Musical Instruction. 
2. Artist’s Course, leading to Certificate of Graduation. 
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1. INTRODUCTORY COURSE, OR GENERAL MUSICAL 
INSTRUCTION 


This course is open to anyone wishing to pursue elementary musical 
study or to prepare for the more advanced courses offered. No previous 
knowledge of music is required. Students may choose any one or as 
many of the studies offered as desired; but may not register for less than 
one term. No diploma will be given in this course, but students who have 
done creditable work will be given certificates stating the amount of work 
accomplished. 


2. COURSE LEADING TO DIPLOMA 


Course 2 is open to any person who desires to merit a certificate of 
graduation. Students taking this course are required to pursue the study of 
Harmony and Musical History in connection with their main work (Piano, 
Violin, Voice Culture or Organ). No stated time for graduation can be set 
apart, as the varied needs of different pupils, and the demands of indi- 
vidual development exclude the possibility of defining the length of a 
period of study that shall govern all cases. This course embraces five 
distinct lines of musical work: Instrumental, Piano, Organ and Violin— 
Vocal and Theoretical; and all students must take some work in Piano 
to graduate. 


PIANO PLAYING 


Here, as in all the branches, the material for study and musical recre- 
ation will be chosen with great care and a view to laying a good foundation 
for advanced and artistic work. All the details regarding the correct posi- 
tion of the player and his hands and fingers will receive the most careful 
attention and great stress will be laid upon the kind of practice which will 
tend to place the technique upon a good sound basis. For beginners, such 
works as the First Book of the Lebert & Stark Piano School, the School 
by Chas. Halle, Finger Exercises and Scales by Herz, etc., will be used, 
besides easy pieces by prominent composers as soon as it is practicable. 
In the next stage, studies by Doering, Loeschborn, Behrens, and others 
will be introduced, together with pieces and sonatinas by Dussek, Clementi, 
Bertini, and others. Advanced studies by Loeschborn, Behrens, Cramer, 
Chas. Mayer, Czerny Velocity Studies, and forty daily studies, technical 
studies by Eggeling and Ruebner, sonatas and pieces by Hadyn, Mozart, 
Beethoven, Brahms, Clementi, Hummel, Chopin, and other classical, as 
well as modern, composers of merit, will be used. 

The Conservatory possesses a number of instruments, pianos, and also 
a Virgil Practice Clavier, which are rented to the pupils at reasonable 
rates. 
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VIOLIN PLAYING 


In teaching this instrument it becomes even more necessary to study 
the individual needs of each student than in the work with piano students, 
and it is difficult to outline a definite course of study. The followng are 
some of the works that will be used: For beginners, the First Book of the 
School by E. Singer and M. Seifriz, or the First Book of either the Herman 
or Schroeder school, together with studies by Kaiser, Dont, and others, 
for bowing, etc. Easy pieces and arrangements of folk-songs will be given 
as soon as the student’s progress warrants it. After the first position has 
been thoroughly mastered, the study of the other positions will be taken 
up and the position book of the Singer and Seifriz school used, or the 
second book of the School by David, with position studies by Ries to sup- 
plement it. When the student has the necessary ability in each position 
and in the changing of positions, the studies by Kreuzer are taken up. 
These are followed by those of Fiorillo, Rhode, Rovelli, de Beriot, 
Gavinies, Vieuxtemp, and Paganini, interspersed with pieces, sonatas and 
concertas by Violti, Kreutzer, Rhode, David, de Beriot, Dauda, Alard, Ries, 
Mozart, Beethoven, and others of the classic as well as of the modern 
school. This course leads to the highest degree of virtuosity. 


VOICE CULTURE AND SINGING 


The object of the Vocal Department is to furnish the best facilities for 
the development of vocalists for chorus and solo singing, and to give 
students voice culture in its relation to song and speech. 

Especial attention is given to a correct position of the body in singing, 
a healthy and skillful management of the breath; the production of a clear, 
full, and resonant tone free from the throat, distinct enunciation, the art 
of phrasing correctly, and the development of a refined musical taste. 

Applicants for admission to this department must be familiar with 
musical notation, must be able to reproduce any given tone, and to sing 
from memory some simple melody. The Italian method is used. The 
following is the outline of the Vocal Course: 

Studies by Concone, Vaccai, Marchesi, etc., with the songs of Schu- 
bert, Mendelssohn, and arias from the oratorios and operas, as well as 
ballad-singing. 

PIPE ORGAN 


A course in Pipe Organ playing is offered, but the student 
must previously have studied piano or reed organ playing. It is also 
advisable that he study piano at the same time. The school by Ritter, two 
books, will be used, together with special studies for the pedal technique 
and suitable literature as the student progresses. 
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THEORY AND HISTORY OF MUSIC 


There will be offered courses in Harmony, Counterpoint, Fugue, and 
Musical Form, and also in Musical History. 


SIGHT SINGING 


Abundant opportunity will be furnished to practice Sight-Singing. 
As all absolute music (7. e., instrumental) is based on singing, it is 
expected that all music students will avail themselves of this opportunity. 


CERTIFICATES 


For students desiring certificates of graduation, a certain course is 
prescribed, including work in Theory and Musical’ History, as well as 
Sight-Singing. Violin and Vocal students must also have some knowledge 
of the piano. In all cases, a general education equal to that of the average 
high school graduate is taken for granted. 

Public concerts and recitals will be given under the auspices of the 
Conservatory, and there will also be pupils’ practice recitals at convenient 
intervals.

In connection with the Art Department courses in Drawing and Music 
are offered, which will be within easy reach of students who would like 
to prepare themselves for public school work in these branches. 


School of Drawing and Painting 


Miss EMMA S. WYMAN 


Miss Wyman, in charge of the work in art, is a graduate of the State 
Normal, Maine; and of the Normal Art Course, Boston, She took private 
lessons in oil, and china painting of leading artists in New York, Phila- 
delphia, Boston, Detroit, and Chicago. 


THE NORMAL ART COURSE 


This course will be adapted especially to the needs of teachers and 
supervisors of drawing in public schools. The different subjects will be 
presented in a manner to train the student to teach the subject intelligently. 

Drawing.—In charcoal, pencil, pen and ink, and other mediums, from 
ornaments, casts, still life and life. Large scale drawing on blackboard 
and paper, colored chalk, illustrative drawing. 

Perspective and Object Drawing.—Illustrating principles of perspective 
memory drawing upon paper and blackboard. 

Color.—Water-color and chalk from still life, life and landscape. 

Design and Composition.—A special course in design from the stand- 
point of the teacher. A study of line light and dark and color. Design 
for wall paper, book covers, etc. 

Paper Cutting.—Illustrating different forms. 

Modeling in Clay.—From ornaments, casts and life, also the shaping 
and decorating of pottery. 

Instrumental Drawing.—Use of instruments, relation of instrumental 
drawing to manual training. Constructive or hand work applicable to 
public schools, such as weaving and basketry. 

Pedagogy.—History of Art Education, teaching exercises, lesson plans, 
model lessons. Examination of systems and courses of art education now 
in use; picture study and study of artists. 

History of Art.—Lectures, illustrated by slides and charts. 


ACADEMIC COURSE 


The branches of instruction are drawing and painting. The mediums 
used are: Charcoal, pencil, water-color, pen and ink, oil and pastel. 
Instruction will be given in landscape painting, figure painting, fruit and 
flowers from copies and nature. Illustrative drawing. In this course pupils 
are allowed to take up any line of work they are fitted to pursue.

COURSE OF APPLIED DESIGN 


The object of this department is to acquaint the students with the 
principles, the historical resources and practical methods involved in 
ceramic design, so that they may independently create new and original 
designs suited to the nature and form of the materials. 

The instruction in design includes the study of the sources of orna- 
ment, geometric and conventionalized, the distribution of areas, the effect 
of repetition and contrasts, and the artistic use of color. 

The instruction in practical ceramics will cover processes and mate- 
rials, including the practical applications of designs to different forms; 
the use of mediums and method of firing.

Miss Wyman is a graduate of the Philadelphia School of Oratory, 
and has taken special work in the Emerson School of Oratory, Boston. 

The instruction given occupies the medium ground between the 
Emotional or Impulsive School on the one extreme, and the Mechanical or 
Imitative on the other. 


GENERAL COURSE 


This general course will include the analytical study and vocal inter- 
pretation of some of the best English and American writers. In connection 
with this there will be a course in physical culture according to Sargent and 
Anderson’s Free-Hand System of free-hand gymnastics, using bells, wands, 
and other light apparatus. Special attention is given to breathing exercises 
and the cultivation of resonance. 


PERSONAL CULTURE COURSE 


This course is designed to furnish those who do not wish to enter 
upon public work, an opportunity to secure the personal development and = 
culture gained from the study of Expression. 

The subject may be elected from the general course at the option of the 
student and discretion of the instructor. :

NEWS NOTES 


The refurnishing of the parlors and library of Bartlett Cottage, the 
increased capacity of the heating plant, with other smaller improvements, 
greatly increase the attractiveness and comfort of the Cottage as a home 
for the young women of the College.
